Some access restrictions are expected to be in place at the base to protect the privacy of the 
evacuees, however military public affairs officers and civilian public information officers will be 
available to assist news organizations as best they can.  We also expect to provide an opportunity 
to have your questions answered by officials of agencies supporting evacuee operations in 
Milwaukee.

The 128th Air Refueling Wing base is located at 1919 East Grange Avenue (off Pennsylvania
